The intifada is now entering its 
second phase. Leaflet No. 19, dis- 
tributed last week, called on the in- 
habitants of the territories “to de- 
stroy and burn the enemy's 
agricultural and industrial re- 
sources.” In response to the new 
order, some Palestinians from the 
territories who work in Israel have 
redoubled their efforts to set fire to 
fields, grazing land and forests. 

This phenomenon of arson by Pal- 
estinians (both from the territories 
and Israel) is not new.

District judge allows bail to 
Derech Hanitzotz editors

District Court Judge Eliyahu 
Ben-Zimra, granting bail yesterday 
to Derech Hanitzorz editors Michal 
Schwartz, Ronni Ben-Efrat, and 
Assaf Adiv., seemed convinced by 
defence claims that the confessions 
made by the three had been extract- 
ed under Shin Bet (General Security 
Service) pressare, including trick- 
ery, and after a prolonged period of 


enforced sleeplessness. 


To judge from their “‘confes- 


sions,” said Ben-Zirora, they had 
apparently. done nothing in | this 
country that was forbidden.

The state immediately appealed 


to the Su 6 Court against Ben- 
Zimra’s decision that they be re- 
leased on bail until he end of the 
proceedings. 


Pending the Supreme Court rul- 
ing, the three will remain in jail fora 
further 48 hours. The start of the 
trial is set for September 8. Seven-

Bail was refused, however, for 
Ya’acov Beo-Efrat, who has aever 
made any confession or given any 
explanation of his actions, and who 
is said to have been the leader of the 


group. 


The four were members of the 
editorial board of the small-circula- 
tion ultra-leftwing Derech Hanitzotz 
newspaper, which was closed down 
by the Interior Ministry in February 
or the grounds that it was being 
financed by Nayef Hawatmeh's 
Democratic Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine. 

The prosecution alleges that the 
paper, which reported extensively 
on events in the West Bank, was set 
up and funded by the DFLP, which 
all four are accused of having joined 
during a visit to London in the win- 
ter. of.

All the accused have denied the 
oaae s of membership in the 
DFLP, receiving money from it, and 
rendering services to a hostile 
organization. 

In a closely reasoned explanation 
of why he was granting bail, the 
judge, after discussing the issue of

Despite historic Athens visit 
No breakthrough seen 
in Greek-Turkish ties

ATHENS - Turkish Prime Minister 
Turgut Ozal arrived in Athens yes- 
terday for the first visit by a Turkish 
premier in 36 years. But odds seem 
to be against a breakthrough during 
the visit in the disputes over Cyprus 

and the Aegean. 

This has been a year of surprises 
in Turkish-Greek relations. The 
three-day visit is expected to be the 
toughest test to date of the “Spirit of 
Davos,” the Swiss liaven where six 
months ago tentative moves towards 
reconcilitation were first begun. 

In separate statements’ before 
talks started under tight security ata 
seaside hotel outside the Greek cap- 
ital, Ozal and Greek Premier An- 
dreas Papandreou made it clear that 
they didn’t expect an immediate 
breakthrough on the two major dis- 
putes that have split the traditionally 
warring Nato allies. 


Although there was no sign of any 
major movement in the first round 
of talks both leaders said they had 


been held in a “very friendly 
atmosphere™. 

Later Ozal was guest of honour at 
a dinner held by the swimming pool 
of a tightly guarded seaside hotel 
outside Athens where both he and 
Papandreou are staying. 

“There is no room for petty de- 
signs, one-sided gains and short- 
sighted tactics." Ozal said in an after 
dinner speech, in an apparent refer- 
ence to Greek demands for a with- 
drawal of Turkish troops from 


Cyprus.

Some 60,000 civil servants are 
to begin an open-ended general 
strike today. following seven 
hours of futile wage talks yester- 
day between union leaders and 
Treasury officials. National In- 
surance Institute and Employ- 
ment Service workers are also 
going on strike. 

Treasury Wages and Labour Ac- 
cords director Ya'acov Danon said 
yesterday that if the strike lasts long- 
er than one day, the ministry will 
take steps to ensure essential ser- 
vices. 

Union officials yesterday insisted 
that the strike would continue until 
the wage dispute was resolved. 

The civil servants are due to be 
joined on Thursday by some 130.000 
academics. technicians and engi- 
geers of the public sector unions, 
The two strikes combined would af- 
fect about half of the public-sector 
work force. The Histadrut has al- 
ready authorized trade union divi- 
sion head Haim Haberfeld to call for 
a total public-sector strike in two 
weeks. 

The labour unrest is the latest de- 
velopment in the psychological war- 
fare between the Treasury and the 
unions over the signing of a new 
public-sector wage accord. 

Senior Treasury officials yester- 
day said the government could offer 
only very limited wage increases, if 


at all, in the current wage negotia- 
tions. Linion leaders have said the 
Treasury proposal would translate 
into hikes of no more than 3 per 
cent, which they cannot accept. The 
feader of the Civil Servants Union, 
Reuven Ben-Ami. said his union 
had specific demands of its own for 
wage increases. 

Asa result of the strike. all minis- 
tries will be closed. along with the 
NII branches and those of the Em- 
ployment Service. This means that 
the public will not be able to get new 
passports or any other documents 
issued by the Interior Ministry. In- 
come-tax offices country-wide will 
be closed as well as customs and 
value-added-tax offices . 

A. union spokesmun last night said 
that the public would not be able to 
release goods from customs ware- 
houses. but he added that the Ben- 
Gurion Airport customs clerks 
would be at work to prevent 
smuggling. 

Tourism bureaus will be closed 
and visitors to the exhibition mark- 
ing Israel's 40th anniversary will find 
the booths virtually unmanned. 

No trains will run. 

The already troubled health ser- 
vices may also be affected by the 
strike. Maintenance workers in gov- 
ernment hospitals are considered 
government employees, and there- 
fore. might also strike today. 

But past offices, Bezek offices 
and the postal bank will be open 
today. 


Seething Knesset awaits 
two touchy votes today

The Who is a Jew law would stip- 
ulate that all conversions to Judaism 
must conform with Halacha, the Or- 
thodox code. The Shas proposal 
would compel converts to obtain en- 
dorsement of their conversions 
overseas from the Chief Rabbinate 
here. 

The amendment to the Knesset 
Elections Law would replace the 
present system of proportional rep- 
resentation with a mixed system cre- 
ating regional constituencies as well 
as nationwide lists. The amendment 
needs a majority of 61 votes in the 
120-member Knesset before it is re-

Clerics talk across 
the religious divide

Interfaith discussions are usually 
pretty tame affairs, with participants 
well-versed in the “language of dia- 
logue.” But when you bring togeth- 
er religious leaders who are outspo- 
ken defenders of their own faiths, 
then anything can, and often does, 
happen. 

This was the case yesterday when 
the Hebrew University’s Truman 
Institute convened a symposium on 
“Religions as an Educating Factor 
towards Co-Existence.” with the 
participation of Netanya Sephardic 
Chief Rabbi David Shioush, Sheikh 
Abdallah Darwish. head of the [s- 
lamic Association in Israel. and 
Prof. Marcel Dubois, chairman of 
the Hebrew University Department 
of Philosophy and head of the Beit 
Yeshayahu Monastery. 

Dubois is an old hand at inter- 
religious gatherings, but the other 
two are not and it was something of 
an achievement to bring the three 
together. It is not customary in Isra- 
el for establishment Orthodox rab- 
bis to sit down with non-Jewish 
theologians, and it is almost un- 


heard of for a Moslem revivalist 
leader, such as Darwish. to engage 
in any sort of dialogue with those of 
other faiths. 

The charismatic young Moslem 
leader from Kafr Kassem, who once 
served a three-yeur prison sentence 
for belonging to a hostile organiza- 
tion and who has since expressed 
regret for his anti-state activities. 
wus the most fiery of the speakers. 

“] would love to sit and discuss 
spirituality with religious people of 
other faiths, but there is no co-exis- 
tence between strong and weak, be- 
tween oppressors and oppressed, 
between those who humiliate and 
those who are humiliated.’ said 
Darwish. 

Dressed in ἃ long brown robe and 
speaking fluent Hebrew, he remind- 
ed his audience thut if there were 
Israelis who spoke of a greater Isra- 
el, “from the river to the sea,” there 
were also Moslems who spoke of u 
greates Palestine. in the very same 
terms. This was the thinking of the 
greater part of the Moslem world, 
he added. 

“If you talk about greater Israel,

The defence sought to reopen the 
trial, which bas aroused huge inter- 
national controversy, on the 


grounds that a witness now says he 
lied at their trial. 

Human ruled that he did not have 
the authority to reopen the case and 
said the application should have 
been addressed to Botha. “They

course now open to them is to peti- 
tion the state president,” he said. 

‘The six blacks, five men and a 
woman aged between 24 and 32, 
have been on death row in Pretoria 
central prison since their conviction 
in December 1985 for involvement 
in the mob killing of Joseph Dlamini.

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France appears set for 


Socialist minority rule 


PARIS (Reuter) - France appeared 
headed for months of minorily gov- 
emment yesterday after President 
Francois Mitterrand’s Socialist party 
failed to deliver a clear parliamenta- 
Ty majority in weekend general elec- 
tions. 

The vots threw French politics 
into confusion, forcing Mitterrand 
to look beyond the Socialists for 
backing in France's first hung parlia- 
ment for 30 years. 

Socialist leaders signalled that 
they wanted to continue to rule with 
a minonty government, at least in 
the short-term, probably seeking in- 
formal support from Communists or 
Centrists where necessary to push 
through legislation. 

The Socialists surged ahead by 62 
seats in Sunday's final ballot with 
276 deputies and robbed the right of 
control of the 577-seat national as- 
sembly, the Centre Unon Rally 
{URC) centre-right coalition won 
271. For the first time in the centre- 
right coalition. the Union for French 
Democracy (UDF) won more seats 
than Jacques Chirac’s Rally for the 
Republic (RPR), 129 to 126. 

The biggest loser was the far-right 
National Front led by Jean-Marie 
Le Pen who lost his seat. It went 
down from 32 to only one seat. 


Mitterrand, re-elected as presi- 
dent for a seven-year term in May, 
appeared unhurried to set out his 
plans. He made no public statement 
and there was no sign of activity at 
the presidential Elysee Palace yes- 
terday. But Socialist Defence Minis- 
ter Jean-Pierre Chevenement 
sketched a scenario where the gov- 
ernment would build support for 
each piece of legislation before par- 
liament. 

The Communist party ruled out a 
formal alliance with Mitterrand un- 
less he drastically altered his poli- 
cies. The Communists, who shared 
power with Mitterrand from 1981 to 
1984, gained 27 seats to capture a 
pivotal role between the socialist 
and conservative blocs. The party, 
racked by internal dissent. has said 
it would support a Socialist govern- 
ment on a case-by-case basis. 

Centrists. who won some 50) seats, 
expressed interest in working with 
the Socialists, but there was no im- 
mediate sign that they would aban- 
don their alliance with the conserva- 
tive opposition in favour of ἃ formal! 
link-up with the socialists. 

Mitterrand must work with the 
new assembly for a year. as he can- 
not call a new general election be- 
fore then. 


Armenian capital paralysed by 
general strike, demonstrations 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Yerevan. the 
capital of the southern Soviet repub- 
lic of Armenia. was paralysed yes- 
terday by a general strike and mass 
demonstrations to press Armenian 
demands for the redrawing of termi- 
torial boundaries in favour of Arme- 
nia. official sources in Yerevan said. 
Hundreds of thousands of people 
were demonstrating in Yerevan, 
sources at Aanununist, the official 
newspaper in Yerevan. told AFP. 
Meanwhile, in Moscow, Foreiga 
Ministry spokesman Gennady Gera- 
simov confirmed that an Azerbai- 
jani policeman had been shot dead 
by “a bullet which deviated from its 
course” during ant-Armenian dem- 
onstrations in Baku, the Azerbai- 
jani capital, on Saturday. 
Gerasimov said that the demon- 
Stration in Baku had been held to 
call for the autonomous region of 
Nagorny Karabakh to remain Azer- 
baijani territory. Nagory Kara- 
bakh is an Armenian-dominated en- 
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clave inside Azerbaijan which 
Armenians want transferred to 
neighbouring Armenia. 

He denied that Armenians had 
been killed during the demonstra- 
tion in Baku. which. according to 
sources in the Azerbaijani capital. 
lasted into the night. The people 
were shouting “death to the Anne- 
nians™ and “we will kill you like a 
dog."' according to Armenian 
sources in Baku. 

An official at Kommunist bad told 
AFP earlier in the day that a “‘na- 
tional strike” affecting Yerevan, 
Leninakan and other towns in the 
republic was under way after a dem- 
onstration by an estimated half a 
million people in the capital Sunday.

“Talk to the average criminal about so- 
cial responsibility, democratic values and 
the straight-and-narrow and he'll laugh in 
your face. But even the most hardened 
Criminal will respond when you talk to him 
about his kids,” says Avraham Hoffman, 
director of the Prisoner Rehabilitation 
Authority. 

He was speaking at a recent symposium 
on prisoners’ children held in the improba- 
bly swish surroundings of the Hyatt Regen- 
cy Hotel in Jerusalem, at which an innova- 
tive project ta incorporate children into 
the fathers’ rehabilitation programme was 
unveiled. 

The subject has received scant attention 
from social workers, psychologists and the 
schools -- and almast none is the profes- 
sional literature, here or abroad, said the 
speakers. But prisoners’ children have 
been targeted as a high-risk group, and 
neglecting them comes at a price: social 
isolation of the family; depression and fail- 
ure to cope on the part of the mother: 
delinquent behaviour and severe identity 
problems on the part of the children -- 
turning them into obvious candidates for a 
ctiminai career themselves. 

The population involved is about 3,000 
prisoners in rehabilitation programmes of 
the total of 5,000 jailed for criminal (not 
security) offences, and 1,800 children. 

Hoffman reported that of 140 prisoners 
interviewed Θ᾽ days before their release. 
70 per cent were most concerned about the 
reaction of their children to their return 
home. This, he pointed out, provided the 
challenge: giving the child and the family 
the attention they sorely need in the crisis 
created by the father’s imprisonment. but 


at the same time, making the child an 
active partner in his rehabilitation. 

The symposium, dedicated to the memo- 
ry of Dr. Sara Kestenbaum, a gifted social 
worker who helped to pioneer these con- 
cepts, was sponsored jointly by the Prison- 
er Rehabilitation Authority, the Jerusalem 
Municipality and the Jerusalem Council 
for Children and Youth. Apart from the 
professionals in the field, participants in- 
cluded former prisoners and prisoners’ 
wives. 

When six-year-old Shlomi's father was 
put in jail, he was told at first that his father 
bad “gone to look for work” in another 
town. Small children generally look upon 
themselves as the centre of the world and 
Shlomi was no exception. It followed that 
he was to blame for his father’s absence. 

Shlomi remembered the times he had 
said he hated his father and wished he 
would go away — and now it had happened. 
His father was a loser, and therefore he 
must be a loser too. In his guiit and fear 
over his father's mysterious disappearance, 
he began to worry that he, too, was in 
danger of being taken away. 

His mother was also to blame. and he 
began to fet out his anger on her. At the 
same time, he saw it as his duty to take his 
father’s place in the household. But as it 
became clear that his mother was failing to 
cope. he began to feel increasingly alone in 
the world. 


Confusion and anguish 


With the story of “Shlomi,” Dr. Aharon 
Flashman, a child psychiatrist from Beer- 
sheba, gave the symposium a sensitive 
glimpse into the anguish and confusion of

the child coping with his father's 
incarceration. 

The child can go in one of two direc- 
tions, he explained. The burden of assum- 
ing responsibility for the whole family may 
be too overwhelming. In order to duck *t, 
Shlomi vents his frustration on his mother 
and identifies with his father. In his imagi- 
nation, he is always with his father, and 
hence never alone. 

Alternatively. Shlomi's feeling of guiit. 
that he is no good, may propel him in anoth- 
er direction. He may feel he can only atone 
by assuming complete responsibility for 
the family. “They need me," he reasons, 
“and if 1 stick with them I'll be safe.” 
Beyond this, he has no rights, either at 
home or at school. Shlomi withdraws into 
the jail he has built for himself. 

He may try to supplant his father, either 
aS a care-giver or competing with him by 
being badder and stronger — and thus make 
sure that his father stays away for ever. On 
the other hand, he may feel it is his respon- 
sibility to watch over his mother and make 
sure she does not take another partner. 

A few years on, and Shlomi’s family will 
Start getting fearful as he nears the age at 


‘which his father first drifted into criminal 
behaviour. And Shlomi will very likely ful- _ 


fil these expectations. 

The challenge. said Dr. Flashman, is to 
intervene at an early stage to lift the bur- 
den from Shlomi’s shoulders and prevent 
the slide into crime. 

“When the father is taken to jail, you have 
to approach it as an emergency situation. 
Whar you're talking about is basically 
sending in the ambulances.” said Ya'acov 


Sadan, head of a training e for 
social workers in the schools, who spoke 
on the need for swift intervention on behalf 
of the families of those incarcerated. 

Author of a study of how the children of 
prisoners cope with the father's absence, 
he quoted case histories of children who 
were ostracized by their friends and had 
nightmares, and of wives who were too 
ashamed to leave the house or even answer 
the telephone for weeks after the father's 
arrest and gave the children spurious rea- 
sons for his absence from home. 


“The schools have often given up on - 
these kids, and when the mother too be-- 


comes withdrawn and transmits the mes- 
sage that the father is responsible for all 
their problems, the child is in real danger,” 

said Sadan, “He may react by delinquent 
behaviour and extreme aggression. or by 
dependence and loneliness.” In several 
cases, he reported, there was evidence of 
problems with sexual identity. 

~The time to go in with all the resources 
at one’s disposal and tackle the situation at 
the level of the family and the school is not 
years later, when the father's release is 
imminent, but right at the beginning,” he 
stressed.

ATHENS - Two Balkan politicians, 
both with reputations for changing 
their minds about fundamental is- 
sues, began a critical meeting yester- 
day in the hope of settling a vendet- 
ta which has frequently threatened 
to tear a ragged hole in Nato's 
southerm flank.

Ozal has made it plain that he 
wants to take Turkey into the EC.

The one thing that seems to shake 
his unflappable exterior is the sug- 
gestion that he is in no real position 
to make proper concessions on Cy- 
prus because he has not put the 
army properly back in its cage. In 
Turkey. the army regards itself as 
the guardian of Kemalism, the doc- 
trine of the great soldier-statesman 
Mustafa Kemal Ataturk. who after 
World War I did everything but or- 
der a mass conversiun to Christian- 
ity in order that Turkey should turn 
its back on its old Islamic empire 
and look westwards towards Επ- 
rope. Turkey has been suffering 
something of an identity crisis ever 
since, neither European enough for 
the Europeans nor Eastern enough 
for the Arabs. 

Ozal seems an unlikely man to 
finish what Ataturk started. He 
comes from a religious family. is 
himself said to be quite devout. and 
certainly his younger brother Kor- 
kut, a rich man with business inter- 
ests in Saudi Arabia. is regarded as 
one of the country’s leading funda- 
mentalists, Similar tensions seem to 
exist in his private life where his 
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wife, Semra, an imposing, cheerful 
woman sometimes compared to So- 
phie Tucker, has been photo- 
graphed smoking cigars in night 
clubs. while daughter Zeynip has 
married a drummer in a rock band 
and runs a boutique. 

In the same way that Turgut Ozal 
has drifted gradually towards Eu- 
rope, Andreas Papandreou has not 
been a mun for rapid change. Rath- 
er. in his seven years in office he has 
simply ~ “modified” his earlier prom- 
ises to withdraw from Nato and the 
EC and kick out the American 
bases. 

Only with Turkey hud he consis- 
tently Pursued ἃ policy of “no dia- 
logue.” Then after last year’s war 
scare. the Greek High Command 
concluded that they would have 
been able to hold the Turkish Army 
ef the Aegean for no more than 
three days. 

It is unlikely thar this was Papan- 
dreou's only consideration for the 
volte-face αἱ Davos where. like his 
counterpart. he appears tw have 
mude a decision tu begin a dialogue 
without any consultation with his 
ministers. He is at an age when poli- 
ticiuns begin to wander how they wil 
be regarded as statesmen. A historic 
rapprochement with Turkey would 
not be a bad fine for the histary 
books.

Wellesley Aron, who died a week 
ago, a few days before bis 87th 
birthday, could have been type-cast 
for one of those BBC films about 
idealistic English upper-class offi- 
cers and gentlemen who espouse 
what appear to be hopeless causes 
and convert them into Practical suc- 
cesses, in defiance of prejudices and 
huge obstacles. Physically. he 
looked the part, with his ramrod- 
straight back and his major’s mous- 
tache: educated at Cambridge, he 
also talked Nancy Mitford's U-lan- 
guage. And Wellesley could be 
summed up in one word — integrity. 


In Memoriam 


A member of an assimilated Jew- 
ish family in London, in his twenties 
he became a sudden victim of the 
Zionist bug. With Wellesley, to be- 
lieve in something demanded that 
he take practical action about it at 
once. so he came to Palestine in 
1926 to teach English at the Herzliya 
Gymnasium in Tel Aviv. Two years 
later he was persuaded by Chaim 
Weizmann that he would be more 
use to Zionism as assistant political 
secretary to the Worid Zionist Orga- 
nization in London. 

In his spare time, he also served 
as scoutmaster for a Jewish scout 
troop in the East End of London. 
This experience led to his great in- 
spiration ~ a special youth move- 
ment, dedicated to Zionism, but us- 
ing some of the ideals and 
techniques of Baden-Powell’s scout 
movement. 

He got advice from Leon Simon 
and Arthur Blok. and enlisted the 
help of another Zionist idealist with 
boundless energy, Norman Lourie. 
Lourie suggested the name “Ha- 
bonim™ (the builders), and the 
movement spread rapidly to every 
Anglo-Saxon country. It has pro- 
duced thousands of settlers in Israel 
and over 20 kibbutzim. 

During World War II he enlisted 
in Palestine in the the Royal Army 
Service Corps, and he became the 
first Palestinian officer to command 
a Jewish unit. His unit rescued some 
Tobruk-based Australians from cap- 
ture by the Germans. an experience 
that earned him honorary member- 
ship in the Aussies’ “Rats of To- 
bruk™ organization. He was award- 
ed an MBE. As the unit advanced 
through Italy. he used its trucks to 
transport “illegal Jewish immi- 
grants to take-off points for Pales- 
tine. His war experiences are de- 
scribed in his book, Wheels in the 
Storm. 

Between the end of World War If 
and the War of Independence. he 
saised money. munitions and men in 
the U.S. After the war ended. he 
became Israeli representative of Pan 
American Airlines and ran an ad- 
vertising agency. He did not allow

Outward prosperity

AMMAN - Sleek sedans, car-tele- 
phone aerials swaying, purr along 
the smart avenues of Amman’s rich 
suburbs, where gleaming new villas 
are still springing up. 

The Egyptian concierge waters 
the garden, the Sri Lankan maid 
Scolds the children and the Filipino 
cook chops vegetables. 3 

But the ostentatious prosperity of 
the few makes it easy to forget that 
Jordan remains in the grip of a re- 
gional slump. 

Wealth is unevenly spread. In the 
poorer quarters of town, where un- 
_employment is rife, big families are 
crammed into small concrete houses 
sprawling over steep hillsides. 

‘With few natural resources, limit- 
ed agricultural potential and a mod- 
est industrial base, Jordan relies 
heavily on Arab financial aid and 
Temittances from around 325,000 
migrant workers to cover its chronic 
trade deficit. 

Last week, the central bank took 
steps to halt a run on the dinar 
prompted by fears of devaluation 
and foreign exchange shortages. It 
resumed setting binding rates for 
foreign currencies and effectively 
floated interest rates. 

Bankers and economists say the 
moves are likely to stabilize the di- 
nar in the short term. but have 
urged the government to curb 
spending to restore economic 
health. “Freeing interest rates was a 
good step, something to celebrate,” 
says economist Fahed al-Fanek. “I 
expect rates to rise at first and act as 
a balancing factor, encouraging peo- 
ple with foreign currency to shift 
back to dinars,” 

“The government deficit is rela- 
tively high.” says Bank of Jordan 
General Manager Michel Marto. 
“Monetary policy alone is not 
enough, you need fiscal measures 
too. The government should cut its 
consumption as the private sector 
has dune.” 

The budget deficit reached the 
equivalent of $615 million last year, 


compared with $428m. in 1986, the 
central bank’s deputy governor, 
Maher Shukri, told Reuters. “We 
are working with the government on 
a package to increase revenues and 
reduce expenditure.” 

Shukri says Jordan is seeking a 
$200m. Euromarket loan, its first 
foreign borrowing since March 


Opinicns vary on the country’s 
economic prospects. 

“The recession is still going on. 
Maybe we will reach the bottom of 
the business cycle in 1988, but apart 
from a thriving transport sector, 
there are no signs that the economy 
is picking up,” says Mohammed Ti- 
jani, director of the Chamber of 
Trade. 

Fanek believes the change in Jor- 
dan’s fortunes since the 1970s οὔ 
boom is not transient. “1 see a struc- 


tural shift, not a recession that is 
part of a business cycle. We must 
stast from this point,” he declares. 

Shukri offers a less gloomy view. 
“We are getting out of the reces- 
sion, slowly but surely. The indica- 
tors point to a higher rhythm of 
activity, which we bope will materi- 
alize in a higher growth rate next 
year, perhaps above 4%." 

He says gross domestic product 
(GDP) rose a respectable 3% in 
1987, but Arab aid declined and re- 
Mittances, mainly from Jordanians 
working in the Gulf, plunged. They 
sent home only $887m., compared 
with $1.156 billion in 1986. 


Jordanians have fared better than 
some other nationalities as Gulf 
states adjust to lower oil revenues, 
but many have kept their jobs only 
by taking pay cuts of up to 30%.

While Israeli companies export- 
ing to the U.S. may have been hard 
hit by the depreciation of the dollar, 
Zussman said, they have still fared 
better than many of their Japanese 
and West German competitors; the 
currencies in those countries have 
appreciated much more than the 
shekel against the doilar. 

This partly explains, according to 
Zassman, why overali Israeli export

London airports offer special amenities for travellers in transit

With the opening of a second ter- 
minal at Gatwick Airport last 
March, the London area has con- 
solidated its position as the world’s 
main international air centre. 
Gatwick's North Terminal came 
into operation three years after the 
unveiling of Terminal Four at 
Heathrow, an airport which alone 
handled nearly 26 million interna- 
tional travellers in 1985. 

Gatwick’s two terminals now 
have the capacity to handle about 25 
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million passengers ἃ year. 

A good part of the constant 
strcam of traffic to the two airports 
is made up of transit travellers, us- 
ing Britain only as a link. A key 
concept in the designing of the new 
terminals was to try to ensure that 
these travellers be spared the anxi- 
ety that often accompanies changing 
planes. a 

For the passenger going only to 
London, or any part of Britain by 
land, transport from the airports is 
frequent, fast and comfortable by

THE ISSUE of woman's right to 
participate in the religious affairs of 
state in Israel has been reduced in 
some ways to 8 battle between those 
who represent progressive secular 
ideas and the so-called reactionary 
religious establishment. This pre- 
sumes that there are two sides at 
Cross purposes: one representing de- 
mocracy and equality, accompanied 
by permissiveness: the other, theoc- 
tacy, immemorial tradition and dis- 
criminatory attitudes. 

But to see the controversy in 
these terms is to misunderstand the 
true import of the a deci- 
sion handed down by Professor 
Menachem Elon who recently be- 
came deputy chief justice of the Su- 
preme Court of Israel. As an au- 
thority in modern law and as a Jew 
committed to his heritage as a living 
tradition, he issued a call in the 
name of both to admit women to 
forums from which they were 
excluded. 

The heritage of Israel is a vast 
treasure house of spiritual ideas, 
moral teachings and cultural tradi- 
tions, lived in various ways among 
different Jewish communities. In 
our times, there have been major 
upheavals in Jewish existence, some 
inflicting serious damage to time- 
honoured traditions, others creating 
viable new opportunities. 

Chief among the latter is the fact 
that the Jewish people has been em- 
powered to define itself and to over- 
see its own destiny. Charged with 
reconstructing itself as a political en- 
tity, secular ideologies and sacred 
traditions have been compelled to 
shake hands. 

The issue of women’s status in 
Israel is forcing thoughtful confron- 
tation out in the open and may even- 
tually prove to be a positive factor in 
strengthening Israeli society. How 
so? We quote from the 41 point 
decision written by Justice Elon: 

“The subject of woman's status in 
the realm of Halacha can serve as an 
outstanding example of how one of 
the central themes of halacha was 
handled within the changing reali- 
ties of existence, guided by them 
and serving as a guide to them, al- 
ways concerned. on the one hand, 
with its continued creativity and va- 
lidity, and on the other hand, with 
the tremendous responsibility of 
preserving its spirit and purpose, its 
standards and founding principles.
